THE WILKINS 
CASE BREAKS 


Conversation in ‘in Hotel Room Is 
Overheard by Newspaper Man 
on Dictaphone. 


The bombshell promised by: Attor- 
ney Frank Murphy, chief counsel for 
Henry Wilkens, charged with the 
murder of his wife Anna, exploded 
in Superior Judge Ward’s court to- 
day, proved to be the whispering of a 
dictaphone. 

George North, San Francisco news- 
paper man, and William A. Mundell, 
private investigator, described a con- 
versation between William F. Herron, 
counsel for Arthur Casto:, the prose- 
cutions’ chief witness, and Carl Co- 
‘burn of Pescadero. Herron had been 
summoned in connection with busi- 
ness affecting the murder of Mrs. 
Sara, Satira Coburn, whose mystet- 
ious slaying has never’ been’ cleared 
up by the authorities. 

He and Coburn held a conversation 
in a room at the Antlers Hotel. In 
the adjoining room North and Mun- 
dell listened. Occasionally they 
heard Herron’s loud voice, but when 
cars’ on either Powell or Geary 
! street passed, they missed whole 
sections of the conversation. 

_ Unaware of Listeners 

Herron was the first witness. He 

did not know, when he took the 
‘Stand, that just behind him were 
‘eav esdroppers. Murphy made it plain 
‘in each query taht here were present 
trig “Mr. Coburn and yourself.”
